The  native  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  listed  below  are  unsurpassed  both  in  beauty  and  in  their  great  vari- 
ety and  wide  range  of  usefulness.  Although  their  hardiness  and  prefect  adaptation  to  our  western  climate  and 
conditions  makes  them  particularly  valuable,  and  preferable  to  eastern  grown  stock  for  planting  here; 
nevertheless  a great  many  of  the  varieties  will  do  well,  almost  anywhere,  if  properly  planted.  The  plant- 
ing of  the  shrubs  having  evergreen  leaves,  such  as  Arctostaphylos,  Berberis  and  Ceanothus,  as  well  as  the 
Conifers,  is  especially  recommended  as  they  greatly  relieve  the  otherwise  dreary  aspect  of  the  winter  land- 
scape. Birch,  dogwood  and  other  shrubs  or  trees  having  bright  colored  bark  are  desirable  for  the  same  reas- 
on. 

A number  of  the  species  listed  are  rare,  or  are  found  only  in  isolate  d or  distant  localities.  Many  species 
of  great  merit  are  necessarily  omitted  from  this  list  for  want  of  space,  but  any  of  the  native  flora  not 
listed  can  be  furnished  at  reasonable  prices,  as  we  make  a specialty  of  collecting  from  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain region.

The  first  two  or  three  years-  cut  all  the 
weak  shoots  back  two-thirds,  the  strong  shoots-  one-half.  Always  cut  the  old  canes  close  t-o  the  ground.  Young- 
shoots  if  thirfty  and  strong,  can  be  made  to  bloom  in  August  if  cut  back  in  'the  latter  parts  of  June.  Hybrid 
Tea  Roses  require  less  severe  pruning.
